Construction Of 


Hospital In Elba 


Construction of the Elba 
General Hospital ran into an 
unexpected delay last week, 
when the Hospital Board re- 
jected all bids because they 
were found to be figures far 
beyond the planned outlay and 
architects were instructed to 
draw new plans to scale down 
the total cost. 

Six general contractors pre- 
sented bids which were open- 
ed Thursday, last week, in the 
Elba Court House in the pre- 
sence of members of the hoard, 
of which Drexel Cook is chair- 
man, and the hospital archi- 
tects, Burmeister and Bealle, of 
Mobile. 

Clay Dean, chief of the hos- 
pital planning division of the 
Alabama Health Department, 
and his assistant, Fred Beach- 
am, were present. 

Lowest Bid 

The lowest bid submitted was 
by Dawson and Andrews, gen- 
eral contractors of Montgom- 
ery, for $540,675.00. The Hospi- 
tal Board and members of the 
State Health Department figur. 
ed that this amount, together 
with the cost of necessary e- 
quipment such as furniture, x- 
ray, and architectural fees, 
would run the total cost to a 
minimum of $602,000.00 while 
plans were to spend $410,000.00 
with the cost borne by the city 
from its 1 per cent ssles tax, 
with participation by the state 
and federal governments, 

The Hospital Boara adopted 
a resolution rejecting ali bids 
and instructing the architects 
to proceed with dispatch to re- 
design the hospital plan in ac- 
cordance with reconimenda- 
tions of the health department 
to scale down the cosi.

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Sadness and Fun 
Mix at Reunion 


Laughter - filled memorics 
mingled with quiet sadness for 
43 men who coyldn’t come 
back yesterday when scores of 
World War II veterans met 
here for the first time since 
1945, 

Some 150 persons, former sol 
diers, their wives and children, 
attended the first reunion of 
Battery D, 117th Field Artillery 
and the 114th and 106th Am- 
munition Train. The units are 
part of the Alabama National 
Guard. 

There were proud moments 
as the speakers on the ovlat- 
form pointed to the units’ out- 
standing combat record in Ita- 
ly, Austria and Germany. 

Losses Kept Down 

The battery “wound up near 
Salzburg, Austria,” Brig. Gen. 
Sam H. Long, who was com- 
mander of the unit during 
most of the fighting, said. 

“So they had an illustrious 
13 and a half months of com- 
bat. We lost no less than 10 
per cent of our men in all that 
fighting,” he emphasized. 

Long said that the men in 
the battery knew their jobs so 
well they performed them ay- 
tomatically, The French would 
give the battery a new position 
to move into, he said, and the 
unit would have the guns set, 
up in one and one-half hours. 
“Then we'd call up the French 
and tell them we were reacly 
to fire,” Long said, “The 
French would say they would- 
n't be ready for another day. 
As a consequence, we got so 
many French decorations we 
had no place to put them.” 

The battery often amazcd 
other units with the rapidity 
of its fire over a period of 
hours, said Brig. Gen. Pex D. 
Rbach of Geneva, recent!y re- 
tired commander of the 31st 
Division. 

General Roach said the unit 
fired more than 120,000 rounds 
of ammunition weighing more 
than 12 million pounds. 

Still Rated Tops 

The ynit still has 2 top rat- 
ing, Roach said. “They just re- 
turned from their annual en- 
campment and they had a su- 
perior rating. That’s the high- 
est rating a unit can get” 

There was laughter and jok- 
ing. Elba Mayor Dozier Roberts 
who welcomed the group to his 
city, told of a former member 
of the battery who was reown- 
ed for his drinking, 

He went fishing, Roberts 
said, and carried along ua fruit 
jar of “white lightning.” Each 
time he took a drink some of 
his whisky spilled into the 
minnor bucket. 

He noticed the minnows in 
the bucket were getting lively, 
Roberts said, and decided to 
put a fresh one on the hzck. 

“As soon as I dropped that 
hook in the water,” the angler 
said, “the float wen straight 
down. I pulled in a four-pound 
trout and the winnow had him 
by the neck.” 

There was a moment of nos- 
talgia when Claude Clark, for- 
mer first sergeant, called the 
roll of the 114th Ammunition 
Train from a photostatie copy 
of the original roll he ysed on 
Sept. 28, 1922. A scattered hand 
ful of men answered the roll 
and stood up in the audience. 

Sadness Too 

A moment of sadness came 
when Coffee County Probate 
Judge J. Oscar English called 
roll of the 43 men who have 
died. 

Among the members of the 
Elba High School Band young 
faces flinched occasionally 
when a name was read out, and 
other band members looke d at 
the one among their niumber 
whose father or older brother 
was dead. 

“It seems thal most of 
duties are painful,” Judge 
lish told the audience.

COFFEE COUNTY 
- SOIL NEWS- 


By T. C. Sel? and Billy Taylor 


Cooperators of the Coffee 
County Soil Conservation Dis- 
trict have shown their interest 
and desires in making their 
county, community, and in par 
ticular their own farms an eco 
nomical unity, providing the 
necesary income for farm fa- 
milies, 

From July 1, last year, until 
June 30, this year, cooperators 
constructed over 100 miles of 
terrace lines. These were par- 
allel type terraces designed for 
use by present day farm ma- 
chinery. These terrace lines 
were complete with waterways 
and field borders. Twenty-two 
farm ponds were constructed 
with supervision from Soil 
Conservation personnel. These 
ponds were supervised from 
site selection to final comple 
tion which also included soils 
investigation, engineering, s: 
veys and computations, trickle 
tubs installation, ete. 
Summaries of other practices 
will be made available at a la- 
ter date. 

Drainage ditches constructed 
on the O. V. and Carlton Rho- 
des farms this spring have beer 
used to a good advantage dur— 
ing recent heavy rains. The 
drainage ditches drain grody 
ponds located in cultivated 
fields. Normally these ponds 
would have held sufficient wa- 
ter to have drowned out crops: 
planted in these and surround- 
ing areas.

E. C. Nevin, principal -:t Kin 
ston High School, reported io 
the Elba Rotary Ctub Monday, 
this week, a statement made to 
him by an economist at Colum 
bia University:

Prof. Nevin continued that 
Alabama is next to the bottom 
in education, and has one of 
the poorest schoo! attendance 
records of any state in the na- 
tion. "In Kinsten, we have 
children liviiiz almost in the 
Shadow of he school building 
who do not go to school. We 
have schooi attendance iaws, 
but they are nol enforced in 
this county or elsewhere in Ala_ 
bama.

In many cases, he says, good 
Management practices such as 
crop rotation, use of disease re- 
Sistant varieties and seed treat. 
ment can greatly reduce plant 
disease damage. 

But most controls are pre- 
ventive measures and not cures 
he points out. 

He says farmers should seek 
expert help through their 
county agent's office before 
their crops are planted. 

“Since plants cannot be cur- 
ed of a disease, don’t wait un- 
til a disease is present to try 
a control,” he explains.
